WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


postal reform-pay raise package 
negotiated in the wake of the 
nation's first mail strike has 
passed a House committee with 
a bonus aimed at heading off 
new walkouts. 
« 


The bonus would make the 


eight per cent pay boost prom* 
ised to postal workers after the 
strike retroactive to April 16, 
not effective with congressional 
approval of the bill which ap- 
pears to be weeks away. 


The retroactive pay was writ- 


ten in by the House Post Office 
Committee in the face of a vote 
that mandates a strike by dissi- 
dent New York postal workers 
next Thursday, and in the face 
of adamant Senate opposition 
that is likely to delay final ap- 
proval of the package by Con- 
gress. 


The House committee also 


wrote in a number of other 
changes, including a policy of 
higher pay for high cost of liv- 
ing areas such as New York 
City before passing the bill 13-10 
late Monday in a rare night ses- 
sion. 


The postal reform portion of 


the bill— calling for creation of 
an 
independent U.S. 
Postal 


Service 
that 
would run the 


mails much as a corporation 
and is to put them on a self-pay- 
ing basis by 1978—was passed 
with almost no change. 


But Rep. Morris K. Udall, D- 


Ariz., chief House advocate of 
the bill, said he believed the 
committee changes would make 
it unacceptable to the Nixon ad- 
ministration and AFL-CIO post- 
al unions that negotiated it. 


He indicated he will try to re- 


write the bill on the floor, where 
it could go to a vote as early as 
next week, to restore the nego- 
tiated settlement. 


The retroactive pay and cost 


of living area wage adjustments 
are likely to be opposed by the 
administration because of their 
cost, for which there were no es- 
timates. 


Agnew was quoted as saying he 
would like to explain, discuss 
and debate administration poli- 
cy on college campuses, but 
feels there is no chance now for 
him to be heard.

A student strike against the 


Indochina war continues to have 
widespread impact despite the 
official reopening of many col- 
leges. However, student efforts 
to build a general 
workers 


strike have had little effect. 


A survey showed 129 colleges 


and universities in 43 states and 
the District of Columbia official- 
ly reopened Monday, some with 
classes virtually empty due to 
continuing boycotts. 


Meanwhile, strikes of indefi- 


nite duration were still in effect 
at 192 educational institutions, 
according to a partially com- 
plete survey by the student 
strike 
information center at 


Brandeis University in Walt- 
ham, Mass. 


Although most of the nation's 


1,500 campuses were calm, Gov. 
Robert McNair declared a state 
of emergency at the University 
of South Carolina in Columbia 
after rampaging students ran- 
sacked the first floor of the ad- 
ministration b u i l d i n g and 
clashed with state troopers and 
National Guardsmen. 


The troopers and guardsmen 


used nightsticks and tear gas to 
clear the campus of a rock- 
throwing crowd of 1,000 to 3,000 
students who were protesting

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - W. 


C. "Bill" Cheek, 48, of West 
Memphis 
announced Monday 


that he would seek the Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nomination 
and 
said he believed he could 


unite the Democratic party In 
Arkansas, 


Cheek, who said lie voted for 


George Wallace in the 1968 
presidential election, said the 
state Democratic 
party had 


been destroyed by "men who 
ate obviously determined to 
either use the party for their 
own selfish interest or to com- 
pletely destroy it.1' 


Cheek, a businessman, said 


he believed Jim Johnson, the 
party's 1966 gubernatorial nom- 
inee, and former Gov, Orval E. 
Faubus were "mainly respon- 
sible" for division in the party. 


"I think that the state of Ar- 


kansas has got to have a man 
that will be acceptable to both 
factions of the Democratic par- 
ty, a man that the people can 
more or less rally around, a 
man that has the respect of 
that people," he said. "And I 
believe I'm that man. 


"I think that the only way we 


can rid Arkansas of the Rocke- 
feller blight is to unite the 
Democratic party," he said. 


Cheek 
said Gov. Winthrop 


Rockefeller had led the state 
into a "deplorable condition" 
with "the connivance of money- 
grabbing, 
opportunistic, 
turn- 


coat Democrats." 


Cheek said he did not believe 


one 
gubernatorial 
candidate 


would be completely acceptable 
to the "extreme elements" of 
the state party, but that he be- 
lieved the "vast majority of 
fair-minded people who have a 
moderate philosophy and the 
conservative 
element of the 


party" could compromise on 
one man. 


"And neither do I believe that 


the hard-core right wing ele- 
ment of the party nor the mod- 
erate would ever unit with the 
small 
minority of the loud- 


mouthed 
so • called liberals 


whose political philosophy is 
such that the only reason that 
they object to Rockefeller is 
that he is in a position to ruin 
the state and not themselves," 
Cheek said. 


Cheek was the state coordina- 


tor of Johnson's 1966 campaign, 
but he said he did not follow 
Johnson into the American Par- 
ty of Arkansas.

BOSTON (AP) - 
A single 


championship barely constitutes 
the start of a dynasty, but the 
Boston Bruins are looking ahead 
after winning the Stanley Cup 
for the first time since 1941. 


The big question being asked 


in the wake of the Bruins' 10 
straight playoff victories, in- 
cluding four-game swoops of the 
Chicago Black Hawks and the 
St. Louis Blues, was: what do 
you do for an encore? 


Coach Harry Sinden, a youth- 


ful 35 who piloted the Bruins to 
hockey's most coveted trophy in 
just his third season, plans a 
few days of relaxation, before 
looking for the future. However, 
he isn't too worried. 


"This team has the ingre- 


dients all champions have," Sin- 
den said. "We have the super 
stars, such as Bobby Orr, that 
are so necessary. We also have 
plenty of other talent, youth, 
size, good goal-tending and good 
defense. 


"There's no reason this team 


can't continue. Things may be a 
little tougher next year as ev- 
eryone wants a solid crack at 
the champs, but I think we'll be 
ready for all challenges." 


The Bruins, smiling with a 


champagne sparkle after a long 
evening of revelry, were given 
an official city salute Monday. 
More than 125,000 fans lined the 
streets for a two-mile motor- 
cade from Park Square to City 
Hall Plaza.

Mo Lain's money will go to

will get an allowance for out- 
of-pocket expenses.

me will have to send them to 
Mack," said McLain. "I have 
faith that he'll not allow me to 
get in such lousy financial shape 
again." 


Not only has the loss of about 


$40,000 in salary hurt the De- 
trcU hurler, but bad investments 
and his eagerness to spend led 
to a line of red figures at the 
bank. 


"It'll take me a long, long 


time to become solvent again," 
he admitted. "I lost a big bundle 
investing in a paint company 
and did some

things." 


Me Lain's wife, Sharon, said 


he "was just a young boy who 
had never had money before and 
enjoyed suddenly being able to 
buy anything he wanted." 


Me Lain's ire 
is raised by 


writers who he accuses "write 
far past their information. Some- 
day the total story will come out 
and a lot of people will bo sur- 
prised—especially some sport: 
writers I know." 


McLain is .just 26 and had 


mounted a reputation as a swing- 
er. He said that was overdone 
and, "just because I owned an 
airplane, everybody said I was 
some sort of jet setter." 


Denny finished up a sharp 


nine holes of golf in two-over- 
par 38 at Lone Palm Club and 
chatted about his July 1 return 
to baseball. 


"They say it's a sellout in De- 


troit," he said. "Somebody said 
it'll be like a second opening 
day.

M. & C. Service Co. of West

Upton's son, C.

In October 19GG, with Upton

track property. The land was 
sold by Charles J. Upton Loan 
and Real Estate for $52,370.The 
real estate firm accepted a 7 
per cent note payable over a 
four-year period. 


Richard H. Upton, another of 


Upton's sons, resigned last Feb. 
25 as Southland president and 
general manager and as a di- 
rector of the corporation. He 
said he refused to be a "puppet 
president" to Jeremy Jacobs of 
Buffalo, N.Y. 


Richard H. Upton said Jacobs

One symptom of mental 


weakness is that you suspect 
others of having the same 
trouble. The man with acute 
notrumpitis is always look- 
ing for the same disease in 
his partner. Hence, he keeps 
taking his partner out of no- 
trump contracts because he 
suspects that his partner is 
bidding his no-trumps when 
he shouldn't. 


North has a book two no- 


trump response to his part- 
ner's diamond opening. He 
has 13 high card points, 4-3- 
3-3 distribution and prepara- 
tion for the lead of any suit. 
True, he doesn't have a guar- 
anteed s p a d e stopper but 
that is his four-card suit and 
it is seldom that you have 
to worry about your own 
long suit being used as the 
weapon to destroy you. 


Actually, there are those 


who would respond a spade 
with the North hand to look 
for a 4-4 spade fit, but the 
two no-trump meets with our 
complete approval. 


South has no problem with 


his hand. He has 13 high- 
card points, honors in all 
four suits and no singleton. 
He should just raise to three 
no-trump and let his partner 
collect nine or 10 tricks, de- 
pending on how the defense 
goes. 


This is too simple for the 


victim of notrumpitis. 
He 


has a four-card spade suit 
and is going to bid it just in 
case his partner also holds 
four spades. 
He does bid 


three spades. North looks at 
his four spades and raises 
to the spade game. East and 
West take the ace of hearts 
and three trump tricks and 
the rubber goes on. 


Of course, if North were 


also a sufferer he would have 
bid three no-trump, not four 
spades and South would un- 
doubtedly have given up and 
let North play the hand.

Oiliness of Skin 


May Be Hereditary 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What causes excessive 


oiliness of the skin? What 
can be done for it? 


A—Oiliness may be a he- 


reditary trait and it may be 
aggravated by nervous ten- 
sion. 
Even 
t h o u g h the 


a m o u n t of oil is not in- 
creased in warm 
weather, 


active sweating will make 
the oiliness more noticeable. 
There is no drug you can 
take internally to control the 
oil but 5 per cent sulfur in a 
nongreasy cream will help 
to dry your skin. Astringent 
pads that can be used when 
it is not convenient to wash 
with soap and water are also 
available. 


Q—My doctor says I have 


necrobiosis liboidica on my 
leg and that there is no cure 
for it. What do you think? 


A—This disease is charac- 


terized by small nodules in 
the skin. They heal slowly, 
leaving scars. Most, but not 
all, 
victims have diabetes. 


Controlling the diabetes does 
not cure or prevent the dis- 
ease and no effective treat- 
ment has yet been found. 


Q — I am a man, 30. My 


doctor says I have Scham- 
berg's disease and that it 
would clear up in two or 
three years. But I have had 
it since I was about 16 and 
it is slowly getting worse. 
What do you think? 


A—This disease, progres- 


sive pigmentary dermatosis, 
is a form of hemosiderosis, a 
condition in which iron is 
stored in the skin without 
damaging it. It is usually 
limited to the legs and thighs 
a n d is characterized 
by 


patches of light brown pig- 
mentation. There is no treat- 
ment but, since the distribu- 
tion of the lesion is such that 
it doesn't show and since it 
doesn't affect your health, 
this isn't too important. The 
pigment does fade out in 
time but it may take many 
years. 


Q—What can you put on a 


small skin cancer to dry it 
up? 


A — Although surgical re- 


moval as soon as the cancer 
is discovered 
is 
still 
con- 


sidered the best treatment 
bv many doctors, some new
